Ausfro-Germans have 
pushed the Russians back to the Hug 
river 
near 
Kam ionka. 
northeast of 
Bern berg, 
and 
farther 
north

penetrated Russian Boland, capturing 
the Im portant town of Tomaszow. 
In fact, the masses of Austrian and 
Germ an troops are advancing along 
their entire front, in the southeast, 
forcing the Russians before them in 
a broad sweeping movement and in 
the northeast pushing forward, with 
W arsaw , the Bolish capital, as their 
oojec tive. 
Should the Austro-Germans succeed 
in crossing the Hug river in strength 
the complete evacuation of Eastern 
G alicia b> the Russians would seem 
probable. 
The western zone is strangely quiet. 
Although the sector in whit h A rras is 
situated is still th f zone of French 
eflorts to guin ground, which in the 
final accounting woiffd prove of im ­ 
m easurable value to them, and fight­ 
ing also has been going on in the 
Vosges, where the Germ ans captured 
positions held by the French on the 
s-lopes to the* east of Metzeral, only 
to have them retaken.

PUNISH RUSSIANS SEVERELY 


Vienna 
Issues Report on Operations 
in the East. 


Vienna, Ju n e 30.— The Teutonic al­ 
lies in their advanc e over the Galician 
border into Russian Poland, in the re­ 
gion of Tom aszow, have captured that 
Polish town, according to an Austrian 
official statem ent given out here. The 
statem ent also says that strong Rus­ 
sian forces north of Kam ionka. twen­ 
ty-five m iles 
northeast of I/cmberg, 
were repulsed with great loss after 
heavy lighting. 
The text of the state 
ment follows: 
“ In Fast G alicia the Teutonic allied 
arm ies, pursuing the enemy, reached 
the G nila Lipa rive r and the Bug riv ­ 
er, 
near 
Kam ionka, 
The 
Russian 
troops on this line are being attacked. 
On Monday we captured Burstyn. 
“ Strong hostile forc es standing near 
Sielec, north of Kam ionka. after heavy 
fighting and wdth great loss, were re­ 
pulsed to Krystianpol. 
“ North of Raw a Ruska and north 
of Cieszanow the Teutonic allies ad­ 
vanced on Russian territory.
